When President Wilson went to Europe to settle the 
peace terms by which the great war was to end, and left 
Senator Lodge, the Republican leader, at home, he turned 
loose the floodgates of venom and hatred and malice from 
which he never escaped. 
Senator Lodge, a disappointed 
and sour old man, brilliant, resourceful and experienced, let 
no opportunity pass without sending one of his poison darts 
toward President Wilson. 
We do not believe Mr. Wilson 
cared personally about these attacks, but he did feel un­ 
doubtedly that the unreasonable and untruthful warfare 
waged against him by Senator Lodge, William Randolph 
Hearst and others who were soured because he did not share 
his glory with them, was injuring the cause for which he 
stood and therefore it caused him great pain and disappoint­ 
ment. 
Senator Lodge literally hounded Wilson to his death. 
It was the injustice of Lodge’s attacks which drove President 
Wilson to undertake a tour of America so that he might tell 
the people face to face what he hoped to accomplish by the 
League of Nations. 
He had just returned from Europe after 
having .put in months of the most gruelling labor a human 
being ever undertook. 
His physical strength was not suffi­ 
cient to enable him to carry out his tour and at Wichita he 
was stricken and never recovered. 
In the years to come 
people will forget the venemous and crafty Lodge, but as 
^ng as time goes on, humanity will point to Wilson as a great 
exampler of brotherhood among men.—Okmulgee Democrat.
